Hello all, 
I've got a few small boatanchor-related items that need a new home. 


I would prefer to trade each of these things for a book or manual related to 
aircraft maintenance, aircraft systems, or airborne radio/radar, either 
military or civilian, WWII to the present. What have you got? Make me an 
offer! I'll pay the postage to send my stuff to you if you'll pay the 
postage to send me your trade item. 


OK, here's what's up for trade today: 


ITEM 1: 24-pin rectangular connector for R-105/ARR-15 receiver. This is 
essentially unused 

except for having had two wires soldered into the ground and +24V pins to 
test an 

ARR-15 a while back. No wires installed now. These are hard to find- get 
that ARR-15 up and running! 


ITEM 2: Lot of six CRC38233 (1642 dual triode) vacuum tubes, NOS in assorted 
WWII packaging. (One has a contract date of April 1941!) Boxes are a little 
rough and dusty, tubes haven't been tested, but it all looks like NOS, not 
pulls. None of my gear takes a 1642, so they're up for trade. Whole lot- all 
six tubes- goes together. 


ITEM 3: Antenna A-85-A, mfd by Western Electric. This is a neat little 
"phantom" antenna that contains three miniature lamps in a round, white 
plastic case with a clear window on the top (to see the filaments glow) and 


a PL-259-style plug on the bottom. What's it for? No idea, but one of you 
guys needs this to complete your SCR-something-or-other set. 


ITEM 4: Instruction Book (Operating), Radio Set SCR-522-A. (No T.0. number.) 
Early, original, bound instruction book for the VHF set used in the P-51, 
P-47, and many other WWII aircraft. This book includes drawings and data for 
assembling cables as well as a parts list and fold-out schematics. Not a 
rare book, but Good+ condition and a nice item if you're interested in these 
sets. 


ITEM 5: Handbook of Maintenance Instructions for Radio Sets SCR-522-A and 
SCR-542A. T.O. number ANO8-40SCR522-3. Main date is 30 October 1944, 
Revision date is 20 June 1945. Complete, original maintenance manual for the 
SCR-522, with all fold-outs and parts lists. Title page has some age 
darkening and is a little frayed along the right edge, but all of the rest 
of the pages are in excellent condition and free of notes or marks. 


ITEM 6: Instruction Book for Operation and Maintenance of Radio Receiving 
Equipment RC-103A. AAF T.0. 08-10-104, Issue date December 14, 1942. Early 
war manual on the RC-103 Localizer set for aircraft instrument approaches. 
Covers installation and use of the BC-733 receiver, control box, indicator, 
etc. No coverage of the ARN-5 glideslope unit, which is mentioned in a 
drawing note as being "still experimental." Would be Excellent condition if 
it weren't for the stain on the front cover- preservative oil froma 
dynamotor it was packed with- stain is about 3" x 4" on front cover, is not 
objectionable on the title page, and disappears by page 7. Neat manual for 
anyone interested in the origins of ILS, warbird avionics, etc. 


ITEM 7: Heathkit FMO-1 FM test oscillator, with manual. Excellent condition, 
super clean, from estate of a silent key. Comes with original manual. A 
quick test shows that it powers up without smoking and puts out a signal I 
can pick up on the cheap FM receiver in my garage, but its actual accuracy 
and precision are unknown.

Hi Gang, 

I'm starting to thin out my junque box. Here is a very nice used Stancor 
P-8042 plate transformer with matching C-2308 filter choke, which is ideal 
for a homebrew AM rig of the Viking 2 or 32V3 class. I used it ina 
homebrew transmitter that ran a pair of 6146s modulated by 1625s. Here are 
the details: 


Transformer: 115 VAC primary, secondary is center-tapped and has high 
voltage, low voltage and bias windings that measure 820 (RED) -550 (GR)-0 
(RED-YE) -40 (YE)-550 (GR)-820 (RED). It weighs 17 lbs and my notes show it 
is rated at 400 Watts CCS. The leads vary from 4-7 inches, and the bells 
are nice shiny black. 


Filter Choke: I don't have the ratings, except I know it is intended to 
match the transformer. I'm guessing it is about 8H at 300 mA. It weighs 
about 10 lbs and also has nice black shiny bells. The leads are 4 inches long. 


The price is $40 for the pair, plus $10 shipping. These dudes are 
heavy. If I don't sell them in 24 hours, I'll post them on EBay. Payment 
by personal check or PayPal. Thanks.

Wow, comes to $18 each for a pair! There's a much cheaper way if one 
doesn't require total authenticity. The common NE-48 and RCA 991 lamps can be 
modified as follows to do the same job. 


First, melt the solder out of one of the two base contacts. Then, pry out 
the ferrule being careful not to break off the associated wire lead, and crush 
the area on the glass base insulator between the opening where the ferrule was 
and the brass shell. A pair of small, sharp diagonal cutters work fine for 
the latter two operations. Finally, bend the exposed wire lead over to the 
base shell and solder in place. The remaining base contact is off-center but 
will still mate with the contact in the bulb socket, at least in the GRC-9. 

I have performed this operation several times always with good results.
